General Sam Thomas Made the Applica- 
tion at Knoxville and Got the Order. 
Other Hailroad News. 


The East Tennessee, Virginia and Geor- 
gia has gone the way of the Terminal 
and the Danville. 

And 2,318 more miles of railroad’ are 
in a receivership. 

Colonel Charles M. McGhee and Henry 
Pink were appointed receivers yesterday 
by United States Circuit Court Judge 
Howell Jackson. General Sam Thomas 
filed the application at Knoxville and the 
appointment was made at Nashville. 

The East Tennessee has nearly $51,000,- 
000 of bonds and guaranteed stock out- 
atanding, and $44,752,225 of common 
stock outstanding, excluding the Alabama 
Great Southern. 

The combined bonds and stock of fhe 
Terminal, the Ri nd and Danville and 
the East T companies amount to 
$334,572,101. The car trusts and floating 
debts amount to all of $10,000,000, the 
floating indebtedness of the railroad com- 
panies being the greater part of it. 

This is no new experience for the East 
Tennessee. General Thomas has put it 
through a receivership twice. When the 
Danville was thrown into a receivership 
ten days ago, the Terminal and the East 
Tennessee had been doomed to the same 
fate. Coming at this time, all together, 
these receiverships indicate that the pa- 
tient is being put in condition for Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. to operate on. The reor- 
ganization can now proceed. 

How it Was Done. 


Knoxville, Tenn., June 24.—(Special.)— 
The fact that General Manager Hudson, 
of the East Tennessee, Virginia and -Geor- 
gia, left this city in a special today for 
Chattanooga, with instructions to his en- 
gineer to make all the speed possible, and 
the arrival here a few hours afterward 
of a special from Nashville, which made 
the distance in the remarkable time of six 
hours, caused a great commotion in rail- 
road circles today. It was ascertained that 
the East Tennessee road had gone into the 
hands of a receiver, and that Colonel 
Charles M. McGhee and Major Henry 
Fink had been named as receivers by 
Judge Howell E. Jackson, circuit judge of 
the United States court. They gave the 
required bond and immediately entered 
upon their duties. The Richmond and 
West Point Terminal, which went into the 
hands of a receiver on Wednesday, owned 
19,000 shares of the stock of the East 
Tennessee. 

Judge Purdue joins in the order, the mo- 
tion being made by General Samuel W. 
Thomas. „ Oxrkman, who was ap- 
ointed receiver of the Richmond and West 
*oint Terminal, is president of the East 
Tennessee. Major Fink, one of the receiv- 
ers, is vice president, while Colonel C. M. 
McGhee has been president and prominent 
in the road’s directory for twenty years. 

The working force will not be changed 
in the least, though Major Fink will doubt- 
less spend the most of his time here. The 
bill is a lengthy one. 

The receivers have issued the following 
circular: 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railroad Company, Charles M. McGhee, 
Henry Fink, Receivers.—Knoxville, Tenn., 
June 24th. Notice is hereby given to all con- 
cerned that the undersigned have this day 
been appointed receive of the East Ten- 
nessee,- V fa and Georgia Railway Com- 
poy and its leased lines, * order of the 
Tnited States circuit court for the eastern 
district of ‘Tennessee. We have this day 
taken possession of said East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railway and of all of its 
property and leased lines and have entered 
upon the discharge of our duties as directed 
by said order of appointment. All officers 
and agents now in service of the Hast Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railway and its 
leased lines in the operating and traffic de- 
partments are hereby appointed to act for 
the receivers until otherwise directed. J. N. 
Mitchell is appointed treasurer of the re 
ceiyers, with office at Knoxville; William 
Hawn, auditor of receivers, with offices at 
Knoxville; H. H. Satem and Charles H. 
Davis, assistant treasurer and assistant audil- 
tor, respectively, with office at Cincinnati. 
They will have special charge of the treasury 
and auditing departments of the Louisville 
Southern railroad, ae reports should 
be made to the auditor and 
assistant auditor of the traffic and debt 
balances that have accrued up to and 
including the 24th day of June and the bal- 
ances that will accrue subsequent to that date. 
The treasurer and assistant treasurer of the 
receivers are authorized to receive all the 
moneys that may be due the East Tennessee 
Virginia and Georgia Railway Company, an 
the Louisville Seuthern railroad especially, or 
that may become due to the receivers, and to 
make, under direction of the receivers, all 
disbursements that may be ordered by the 
United States court.

Time and again in their history the 
white people of the south have presented 
to the world the spectacle of a united 
and solid organization, without a break, 
and without the sign of a division or a 
faction. This was when white supremacy 
and white civilization and white home 
rule were menaced, and history’ is about 
to repeat itself. 

Our people can wait for tariff and finan- 
cial reform; they car endure the demone- 
tization of silver, and they can yield their 
presidential preferences, but they cannot 
and will not stand the slightest tampering 
with the only safeguards that maintain 
the peace and order of their common- 
wealths and the security of their homes. 

Stripped of all disguises and deceptive 
flourishes, the renomination of Benjamin 
Harrison on a force bill platform, means 
that a republican triumph will place a 
bayonet behind every black ballot in the 
south!

We mean the question whether 
those southern states which have inherited a 
negro population surpassing the number of 
ther white citizens shall, by federal law and 
federal mflitary force, be subjected to the 
political domination of negroes, to negro 
legislatures, negro governors and negro judges 
in their courts, or whether they shall con- 
tinue to be governed by white men, as now. 
‘Now, it makes no difference who may be the 
president whom the republican party elects. 
Since Blaine is now permanently out of the 
line of power, that party is, by its nature 
and traditions, under the necessity of endact- 
ing and executing an election law whose pur- 
pose and effort will be to put negroes in con- 
trol of several of the southern states. There 
will be some unwillingness on the part of the 
patriotic minority among the republicans who 
will revolt at the consequences of such a 
measure, but their opposition cannot avail. 
The necessity of the situation will suppress 
all such resistance. A force bill is the first 
and inevitable result of a sweeping republican 
victory. in November. On the other hand, | 
and by the nature and necessity of the ideas 
involved, the success of the democracy is 
dec th to the force bill project.

| responsible for the tariff plank which he 


reported? We have the best of authority 
for saying that that part of the resolutions 
had received the hearty approval of Mr. 
Cleveland himself. This fact was practi- 
cally admitted, and, if any other evidence 
were needed it would be found in the 
firm support which Mr. Vilas gave to the 
resolution which Editor Watterson de- 
nounced as a straddle. 

The Constitution thinks that it was best 
under all the circumstances for the party 
to take an unequivocal stand on the tariff, 
but there is no reason why Jones should 
be held responsible for the original reso- 
lution. The discussion of the matter in 
the convention showed that Mr. Cleve- 
land’s position on the tariff is more con- 
servative than that of some of his enthu- 
silastic friends; but time alone can show 
whether he or they are right.

THE BOARD OF EQUALIZERS CRITICISED, 


It Seems That the Board and the Citizens 
„Are Likely to Have a Warm Dis- 
pute About the Matter. 


The cloud that is hanging over the board of 
equalizers continues to grow. But from the 
calm and dignified manner, however, in which 
they applied themselves to their work yester- 
day, examining the taxbooks and correcting 
the returns, it seemed that nothing whatever 
was disturbing their minds, and they were 
wholly indifferent as to any consequences 
that might accrue from their actions. 

The opposition to the board has narrowed 
down to only two important issues: First, 
that the members of the board are selected 
from the country altogether, and second that 
the assessments of the board will make the 
aggregate of taxes that the county pays into 
the state treasury considerably in excess of 
what it ought to be, and not at all propor- 
tioned to what the county receives in return 
from_the state, 

The first objection to the board is based 
upon the old principle of revolutionary origin 
that ‘‘taxation without representation is un- 
just.“ The citizens claim that the city 
should have at least three out of the five 
equalizers, whereas there 18 not a single rep- 
resentative of the city on the board. Never- 
theless, the city property is passed upon by 
the county assessors and a value placed upon 
it that the citizens are forced to pay. Ad- 
mitting that the equalizers are good and 
honest men, they contend that as a matter of 
a right the city should be repre-

Iron manufacturers desire a revision of 
the wage scale on the ground that im- 
proved machinery has enabled labor to pro- 
duce 66 per cent more than in former 
years and has reduced prices so far that 
the two-cent basis is no longer just. There 
is a little more ground for the hope that 
a prolonged strike may be avoided and, 
meanwhile, demand for all forms of manu- 
factured iron and steel distinctly im- 
proves. There is better demand for plates 
and for structural iron, ‘prices being r, 
and some gain in bar iron and even in 
steel rails. Pig iron is still weak and fe- 
verish, southern supplies being large, but 
northern markets wait to see whether 4 
strike is coming before reducing the price.

The Stars and Stripes Will Wave Over 
Private Houses July 4th—Some Pp-' 
position in the South.

It has been a day long, long ago since 
the union flag was hoisted by woman's fair 
hand over the rooftree of family circles in 
celebration of the glorious Fourth of July. 

But this year when the bright sun rises 
on this fair land of old Columbia, beaming 
down a peaceable benediction on that mem- 
orable day it will greet again the stars 
and stripes unfurled by woman’s hands over 
hundreds of housetops. 

It will be the work of the recent organi- 
zation known as tlie National Society of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution. 

There is quite an interesting little story 
about it—how this order came to be given 
out and how some objection to it was raised, 
for there is some slight objection manifest- 
ed in several sections of the south against 
the order. 

About a week ago the board of man- 
agers of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution sent out a resolution adopted by 
the board at a recent meeting urging that 
such regent of the society should see to it 
that the United States flag should be raised 
over every private residence on July 4th. 

This resolution seems to have aroused 
some objection on the part of some of the 
regents in southern cities. Not that they 
are disposed to snub the union flag, they 
declare, for they claim that their hearts’ 
best loyalty is to that flag in gladness for 
their reunited country. 

Not that at all,“ says one good daughter, 
whose opposition to the order is pronounced, 


but because it is a needless procedure. It 
‘looks all right and proper to see the flag 


hoisted by the public over a public building, 

but when it comés to requiring a frail wo- 

man to see that a sweeping flag is run up 

over the housetop where, she rules, it is a 

little out of place to.aay the least of it.” 
“Looks. Like Politics.”’ 

“It looks like politics to me,“ said anoth- 
er daughter. “I cai! but believe that there 
is a little streak. of politics in this .busi- 
ness. 

“You see,“ she declares, “there is cause 
to arouse this suspicion. I don’t think it 


indicates bitter sectional prejudice, but you 


know some way or other that republican- 
ism Waves with the national flag. I don’t 
object to having a memorial meeting of 
the daughters on the Fourth of July, I 
don't oppose having a special programme 
at that meeting nor decorat- 
the hall in which we meet, but 
to run a big flag over our houses I don’t 
think is right.“ 
No Objection in Atlanta. 


These objections, however, do not seem 
to be manifested at all vigorously in At- 
lanta among the Daughters of the Revolu- 
tion in this city. 

It is given out by one of the officers of 
this regency that they will all hoist the flag 
over their homes on the Fourth of July. 
They claim that they will raise the fl 
with no swerving political faith but in loya 
love for the grand old stars and stripes 
of a reunited’ republic.

The Trial of Divorce Cases Resumed in the 
Superior Court. 


The divorce mill grinds on. *
